Sheriff Traeger has discovered that a group of 


prisoners at the county jail. Very much after the 
fashion of the quack doctors, they make use of 
desperation of men to take their money. No one 
| Wane e ere ue The Cook county jail espe 


who get in is to get out as quickly as possible. 
The system is worked in codperation with cer- 
tain jail officials—or rather it was so worked. 
When a prisoner is locked up his money is taken 
away from him and put away for safe keeping. A 
prison clerk tips off hig lawyer friend. The law- 
yer calls on the prisoner. He promises to get him 
out, and asks a retainerusually exactly the 
amount the prisoner has. The lawyer is not the 
attorney of record; he makes sure that he ts not 
made so. If the lawyer makes any effort for his 
client it is not much of an effort. 


An investigation made by the sheriff in o- 
operation with the bar association revealed a de- 


plorable list of cases—men in jail unjustly mulcted 
of all their savings, jewelry taken away, and fur- 
niture sold. Often the lawyer made no pretense at 
defending his client. He took the money and did 
nothing. 

That situation the sheriff temporarily relieved by 
ousting the Jail Officials employed by the lawyers. 
But Mr. Traeger wants to put a final end to the 
system. At present any attorney may call on any 
prisoner. Sometimes a prisoner is interviewed by 
a dozen lawyers a day. Some lawyers make it » 
business to interview every prisoner. 

Mr. Traeger proposes to stop such solicitation 
by permitting only such attorneys as the prisoner 
asks for or such attorneys as file an appearance 
in court tor the prisoner to interview him. Mr. 
Traeger has the entire support of the Chicago Bar 
association in this matter. An investigation of 
other prisons has proved the justice of the sys- 
tem. Only the political pressure of those. inter- 
ested in making money out of the prisoners in the 
jail can delay this satisfactory reform.

TECHNIQUE OF FREE VERSE.

A favorite objection to free verse —or to free 
rhythm—ts that it ie merely prose cut up. arbi- 
trarily, into short lengths.

The strophe is shaped by the exercise 
of an ortgina!l architectonic consciousness, either 
active or latent! and the length of tts lines is 
determined by a variety of considerat First 
and foremdst, the writer must fee 8, Indeed. 
always and everywhere—his theme. We: must 
sense it. if but subconsciously—and perhaps best 
subconsclously—as a matter of flow and cadetice. 

This flow he need not greatly care to guide: 
quite likely it will guide itself. Again, he shapes 
his lines for the advantage (perfectly legitimate) 
of the pause at the end, whether to ald the rhythm 
or the emphasis. If extra emphaais be required, a 
line may be made to consist of but two or three 
words, or even of but one He divides alse for 
change and variety. He divides also for the ease 
of the eye, that sadly overworked organ: and 1

F anything were needed to emphasize 
the alleged altered relations between 
Vienna and Berlin. caused by the 
accession of Emperor Charles to 
the throne, it would be found in 

the news which comes to us through 

Switzerland, to the effect that he has 

granted a free pardon to Dr. Kramarcz, 


‘| the Czech patriot and leader, and to his 


companions, who had all been con- 
demned to death in the previous reign 
on charges of high treason. | 

Dr. Kramarcz’s chief offense in the 
eyes of the authorities at Berlin was 
that he had all along been a resolute op- 
ponent of the alliance of the dual em- 
pire with Germany and of its subordina- 
tion to the kaiser. He never made any 
secret of his conviction that the aim 
of the German government was to ab- 
sorb gradually the Hapsburg monarchy, 
and until the war beggn he advocated 
from his seat in the imperial parliament 
at Vienna, where he was the leader of 
the Bohemian Nationalist party. a 
friendly understanding with Russia. 

Within a few weeks after the begin- 
ning of the war the Austrian authorities, 
in obedience to trresistible pressure from 
Berlin, arrested Dr. Kramarcz, and, aft- 


members of the Bohemian Nationalist 
party in prison for several months, Anal- 
ly brought them to trial at Prague. 


o_ 

There was a sensational! interlude, due 
to the intervention in the proceedings of 
Prince Thun, who, siways oppused to 
the Young Czech party. of which Dr. 
Kramarez was the chief, had, both as 
studthoider of the kingdom of Bohemia 
and as prime minister of Austria, treat- 
ed them with a considerable amount of 
weverity. 

It seems that the principal charge of 
high treason against Dr. Kramarcz was 
bused on the copy of a letter seized 
among his papers and which had been 
addressed by him te Prince Thun when 
the latter was stadthuider of Buhemia 
and tn which he sssalied the prinve’s 
administration. 

But Prince Thun suddenly and unex- 
pectedly eppedred in court, demanded 
to be shown the copy of the letter on 
which the charge of treason was found- 
ed and its trdnsiation, and then, to the 
consternation of the state attorney, 
produced the origina) of the letter, 
which he had preserved, and caljed the 
attention of the court and of the pub- 
e to the fact that it wus entirely dif- 
ferent from the copy, and that forgeries 
had been interpolated in the copy by 


its 
sense and transformed it from 4 per- 
fectly innocent, though somewhat dis- 

courteous and brutally frank document, 
into a highly treasonable communica- 
tion. 

Thereupon, expressing his contempt 
for the dishonest methods of the gov- 
ernment attorneys and of the judges in 

e most scathing manner, he announced 

t he intended to submit the entire 
shameful affair to the emperor in per- 
non.

The trial was suspended and no one 
believed that it would be resumed. In 
fact; everybody looked for the speedy 
restoration of Dr. Kramarcs and of his 
associates to liberty.

Dr. Arthur Bennett Rankin, attending 
surgeon at the Cook county hospital, 
may lose his‘ position on the staff as a 
result of disclosures made yesterday. 

The disclosures appear to indicate that 


that Dr. Rankin was a native born 
American. Only native born Americans 
may hold such a position under the civil 
service rules. 
Examination Sheet on File. 

In the files of the county civil service 
commission is an examination sheet 
bearing the purported signature of Dr. 

in. In answering questions in ap- 
plication for the position of attending 
surgeon the person signing Dr. Rankin's 
name wrote that he was born in “ Cleve- 
land, O., April 27, 1863.” 

Investigation in Cleveland failed to 
‘show any record of the birth of Arthur 
Bennett Rankin or any other person, at 
that time, who might have been Rankin. 

Year books of Bennett Medical college. 
of which Dr. Rankin is a professor, con- 
tain autobiographical sketches of fac- 
ulty members. The information under 
Dr. Rankin’s name does not tally with 
that in the county civil service records. 

Record in “Em Dee.“ 

The last of these books issued was the 
Em Dee, dated 1916. It gives this as 
the career of Dr. Rankin:

While package food has become 
more or less standardized, and foods 
can be better guaranteed through in- 
dividual packing, there are also pack- 
age goods that have not been standard- 
ized, the guarantees thereon being 
useless or entirely absent. 


Intelligent selection is just as neces- 
m= sary as in the days of the open con- 
tainer. The indifferent housewife who 
leaves the selection of her foods to the 
grocer is giving him a wide opening 
for possible abuse of confidence. While 
the average grocer is honest and has 
the customer's interest at heart—when 
the latter doesn’t bother to tell him 
what she wants it is an easy matter for 
him to send her something “ just as 
good,” and which in reality may be 
slow moving stock or possibly some 
line on which there is a gréaté? profit. 

The housewife should. learn the 
brands of package goods that are 
made by reputable manufacturers who 
seek to give the housewife fair ex- 
change for her money. The average 
manufacturer is anxious to give all.that 
is possible—good goods, pure goods, 
and goods made under sanitary condi- 
tions.
